June 1996. This is the place where we had our occasional QRP Show 
and Tells in years past, and where some of the local QRPers drop by 
most Saturdays. It will be moving from the little side street off Md 
Route 198, behind the Acura dealer halfway between Route 1 and the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, into a little place right on 198, just 
off the B-W Pkwy. The new location will be at about the second 
traffic light past the B-W going in toward Laurel, just past the 
Popeyes chicken house and before the Holiday Inn, and is right on the 
corner at the light. (Laurel is half way between Baltimore and 
Washington, DC.)

Hi Gang: 


I posed the question a few days ago on how I could use the frequency display 
that Jim Pepper W6QIF described in June 1994 QRPp for the Norcal 40 with my 
NW8020 80 mtr transceiver. 


The problem I had is that the Norcal 40 uses an IF below its operating 
frequency but my NW8020 uses a 10 MHz. IF which is above its operating 
frequency. I had to get the counter to count backwards since, in the NW8020, 
the VFO subtracts from the IF, rather than adds as in the Norcal rig. 


I suspected the answer was simple and it was. I got a reply from Dave W6EMD 
who told me that if pin 10 on the ICM7217AIPI counter chip was grounded, it 
would count in reverse instead of forward. I tried it and now my display 
shows my actual frequency just fine. With the 10 MHz IF I didn't even have to 
fool with any preset diodes or jumpers!
